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Heedless to say, "gray brown rectangular structures measuring approximately 
13 x 20 mm" do not normally grow in human brains, The panelists were justly baffled by

Dr, John Nichols of the University of Kansas Medical Center expressly states 
in his "Memorandum Brief of Got, 12, 1970 in support of his lawsuit against the U,S, 
Government (see TRUTH LETTER, Vol, III, Ho., 4 and following issues) tnat he "wantB to 
identify this object," There is a scientific way, then, to do this and it follows teat 
the four panelists, while claiming that tney could not identify the gray brown rectan- 
gular structure, in fact did not want to do so. They must have Bensed, too, what Dr, Ni- 
chols suspects, namely that this mysterious object might be "a fragment of an explosive 
missile of a type heretofore not considered,," In other words, a piece of a bullet with 
characteristics that would rule out any possibility of its having been fired from Os- 
wald's rifle. 

In this connection, it is worthy of note that District Attorney Jim Garrison 
and other authorities have voiced the suspicion that at least one of the several bullets 
that did in fact strike President Kennedy" s head almost simultaneously was a dum-dum , 

In tiis famous Playboy interview of October 1967, Garrison said: 

"Some of the gunmen appear to have us'd frangible bullets, a variant of the 
dumdum bullet that is forbidden by the Geneva Treaty, FrangiDle bullets explode on im- 
pact into tiny fragments, as did the bullet tint caused the fatal wound in the Presi- 
dent’s head. Of course, frangible bullets are i deal in a political assassination because 
they almost guarantee massive damage and assum tnat no tangible evidence will remain 
that ballistics experts could use to trace th< murder weapon, 1 migat also mention tnat 
frangible bullets cannot be fired from a Kannj :■ cher-Carcano , such as the Commission con- 
cludes Oswald used to kill the President, Alec, parenthetically, this type of bullet was 
issued bv the CIA for use in anti-Caatro~<»xil> raids on Cuba , " 

again, parenthetically, less than a year after Garrison had thus put the finger 
on the CIA as being responsible for the tpreai of political assassination by means of dum- 
dum bullets, tne President's brother, Robert ionnedy, was murdered in identical fasnion 
as will be detailed in subsequent issues of 'Ei as we come to the "gory" details of the 
Noguchi autopsy report which Judas Walker rould not allow in evidence at the Sirhan trialo 
No wonder, for in both Kennedy assassinations tna fatal bullet, which in both these cases 
was not fired by the ostensible assassin, had been issued to the real millers by the CIA 
from its plentiful stocks of illicit murder weapons. 

Further confirmation of the abive-said can be found in Mark Lane’s Rush to 
Judgment , In a footnote to the Chapter "Tin Magic Bullet" Mr, Lan© states that "Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s head exploded in a manner vdiefa lead bullets (without a ostal jacket) are 
known to cause. He then cites the testimony (hearings, V, 87-69) of Dr, Alfred G, Olivier, 
a former wounds ballistics research expert for tne U, S, army, who stated that he did not 
believe the type of head wound suffered by the President could have been inflicted by 
a copper- jacketed bullet, "After a series tests on a reconstructed human skull," Mr, 
Lane writes, "he was persuaded that this c se had extraordinary characteristics for which 
his years of experience had somehow failed to prepare him, " 

Naturally, for the U,S, Army dees not use dumdum bullets, nor does any other 
civilised nation since the Geneva Treaty tr.it outlawed them has come into effect. But 
the CIA does not feel bound to abide by any international convention, or any rule of 
civilized behavior. The dumdum assassinatioi technique serves its purposes just fine and 
so it is employed, worldwide and at home, w.ionever the untraceable and guaranteed elimi- 
nation of a leader seems required. And, sino the CXa is an agency 01 the U, 8, Govern- 
ment, the military doctors at Bethesda cove.od up by not noticing the "rectangular struc- 
ture" in Kennedy's brain and the panelists >/ proclaiming their inability to identify it,

This is the secret of secrets in the murky background of toe hideouB Vie tram 
war. Significantly, it has not been alluded tb, even cautiously, in the current spate 
of disclosures about the real motivation and the real development of the unabashed mq ~ 
rican aggression against North Vietnam. Those brave new crusaders for the historic truth, 
The Haw York Times and The Washington Post still stick to their old policies of newe- 
faking, news suppression and coverup concerning two essential aspects of the matter 
they have been given so much credit for bringing out into the open: (a) the fact that

On trie other hand, there arejsome indications that the fear — a fear bordering 
on panic — that both of these supei'-secrets, or at least one of tne®, might eventually 
come to light as the public disclosure of the hush-hush Pentagon papers continues, promp- 
ted the Nixon Administration’s highhanded reaction to the NYT’s indiscretions, Nixon 
and LBJ, who has now been exposed as a war criminal of the first order, have always 
been in the same boat, in spite of the deceptiv difference in party labels, and they 
will sink or swim together. Precisely because tiiis rotten government is so obviously 
afraid of what might yet come out if this Roman holiday goes on unchecked, it is our 
duty again and again to point to the true facts - all tne true facts - behind the hypo- 
critically conceived, cynically launched, barbarously conducted Vietnam war,
